And a little reflection 
will show' how innumerable such Im¬ 
prints must be In the course of a single 
waking day. 

Even without reading, the resident of 
a city must receive nn Incalculable 
number of Impressions upon his brain 
every twenty-four hours. The reading 
center of the brain occupies a compara¬ 
tively small area in the back of the left 
hemisphere and consequently must pos¬ 
sess a very small portion of the 9,000,- 
000,000 cells referred to ubove. We can 
only guess at tho number, but a fair es¬ 
timate would be about a twentieth, or, 
say, 500,000,000, which In a lifetime of 
sixty years would allow us about 25,- 
000 cells a day for the perception and 
conservation of words and sentences 
read. These figures may have no 
scientific value, but at any rate they 
emphasize a very important fact, and 
that is that our brain capacity Is limit¬ 
ed and that w'o should be sparing of 
the cells we daily squander.—Dr. Fred¬ 
erick Peterson in Collier’s.

Tho 
profitable nuture of the New Zcalund 
crop—though of quite u different variety 
—bus drawn tho attention of growers lo 
the remunerative results which should 
be attained in this slate. Hitherto, tho 
chief difficulty to overcome wus the ub- 
scnco of n process by which the llax 
straw could be quickly treated, and tho 
tedious methods in the preparation of 
the fibre in a marketable condition. 

To overcome ull diflicultlcs heretofore 
experienced in growing llux, a Mel¬ 
bourne Ann is now obtaining patents 
throughout the world for a process that 
is suid to produce u much larger yield 
t,f llbre of greater'strength, and of an 
unstained or natural color, which, for 
Hie purpose of manufacturing such lines 
as linen, duinask. canvas, etc., requires 
no chemical bleaching in Hie finishing 
operations. The stale expert strongly 
favors this new process, after exhaus¬ 
tive trials, on account of its expedition 
in producing fibre of exceptionally lino 
•quality. 

The flax In Its rough condition Ls 
passed through a machine consisting of 
Hirec pairs o. rollers, after which it is 
Immersed for an hour in u hath of hot 
water, containing added ingredients 
fnot chemicals). Then the material Is 
drained und dried, put through Iho 
breaking machine, and finally through 
Hie scutcher. To make a superfine qual¬ 
ity it is wushed twice, by which means 
the llbre Is made pure white. In addi¬ 
tion to the great saving of time, the In¬ 
ventors claim there is little or no 
waste (tow) and thereby much greuter 
quantities of finished flux uro produced 
of a stronger qunlily than by uny pro¬ 
cess hitherto followed.

Lesson V. The Lord’s Supper. Goldc.i 
Text: I. Cor. 11.24. 

THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Note.—The text of the Revised Version 
is used as a bosis for these Word 
Studies. 

The Last Supper.—From the narrative 
of the synoptic Gospels ulone the reader 
must inevitably derive Ihe impression 
that the Last Supper of which Jesus pur- 
took with his disciples on Ihe eve of his 
passion was the Paschal meal (comp. 
Matt. 2G. 2; 17-19; Mark H. IMG; Luke 
22. 7-15). But commentators und New 
Testament scholars generally prefer to 
follow the clearer and more definite 
nf Jnhn who snecillcallv dis- 


tuble. The simple courses of the meal 
would follow the regular ceremonial of 
the passover feast which was as fol¬ 
lows: (1) A cup of red wine mixed with 
water was partaken of (Comp, mention 
of a first cup, Luke 22. 17). After this 
nil guests present washed their hands. 
(2i Bitter herbs with unleavened cakes 
und a sauce called charoseth made of 
fruits and vinegar were eaten, the un¬ 
leavened bread und herbs being dipped 
Into the dish holding the sauce. (3) A 
second cup of wine with u blessing, 
niter which the first part of the hullcl 
I’sulms 113. 114) was chanted by the 
company. "») The Paschal lamb wus 
served. Wo note that no mention of 
the lamb is, made in connection with 
the gospel reports of the Last Supper. 
It has been suggested that the simple 
bread which Jesus broke and gave to 
his disciples took the place of the Pas¬ 
chal lamb und that It was at this point 
of the evening meal thut Jesus Insti¬ 
tuted what has since been known as the 
Lord's Supper. (5) A third cup of wine 
followed the breaking of the breud. 
(G) A fourth cup of wine mixed with 
water was, like the three preceding,

CHAT WITH TOE MAN WOO CLOTHES 
HIS MAJESTY. 

IIU Tailor Says That tbo King U tho 
Best Dressed Man in 
Europe. 

I was fortunate enough to meet him 
outside the Hotel Bristol during the 
Kings last visit to Paris, and, thanks 
to a common acquaintance, was enab¬ 
led to have a chat with him. 

HO was the tailor of his Majesty, King 
Edward the Seventh, and, therefore, an 
authority on dress, for we all know that 
the King is the besMressed man in 
Europe. His tailor has formally claim¬ 
ed this distinction for his august cus¬ 
tomer, says Pearson’s Weekly. 

M I have never known,” he said, “any¬ 
one who had such a genius—genius is 
the only word to express his gift—for 
knowing what to wear and how to wear, 
it. 1 

“In any other position his enlightened 
laite would certainly have made his 
fortune. 

“While other men will spend half-an- 
hour in deciding upon a pattern for 
trousers, his Majesty will choos* a 
dozen in as many minutes, with un¬ 
erring taste. 

“While he was still Prince of Wales, 

I was In the habit of waiting upon him 
at Marlborough House with my patterns. 

“I can safely say that upon these oc¬ 
casions he never kept me more than 
ten rainules or a quarter of an hour; 
during that short time he would choose 
perhaps $500 worth of cloth. 

“Eleven in the morning was ihe hour 
invariably fixed for these appoint¬ 
ments. 

HE IS A GOOD JUDGE OF CLOTH. ! 

“At the first stroke of the clock the 
King would leave the library and enter 
tho room where 1 was awaiting him, 
and. after a^ cheery ‘Good morning,' 
would at once begin his selection in the 
most business-like manner Imaginable. 
His punctuality was extreme. I have 
nover known him even a minute be¬ 
hindhand. 

‘Once, it is true, my watch showed 
two minifies past tho hour when he 
•made his appearance, and I thought 
that, for once, I hud caught him trip¬ 
ping; but 1 am bound to confess that 
later in the day I learned ihat it was 
rny watch, and not that of the King that 
was at fault. , 

“Occasionally, when lie hesitated for 
n moment between patterns, he would 
dc me Ihe honor lo consult me. 

‘“Do you think this would suit me, 

Mr.-?’ he would ask, or, This Is 

nice! Don’t you think so?’ 

“And 1 olways approved his choice, 
for reasons of taste, and not for polite- j 
ness’ sake; for he was always right. ' 

‘Often he would come to my estab¬ 
lishment, to inquire whether I had any 
new patterns, and would sometimes be 
accompanied by one or other of his 
sons.

SOME DAINTY DISHES. 

Swiss Cutlets.—Chop small two or 
three hard-boiled eggs, odd to them two 
tsbiespoonfuls of white breadcrumbs, 
the same of grated cheese, a pinch oi 
curry powder, and sufficient cayenne 
to taste. Bind all with a beaten egg. 
Form into pearshsped cutlets, dip into 
frying batter, drop into boiling fat an( J 
cook 1111 a golden color. Scatter grated 
cheese over just before serving. 

Stew of Cod.—For this take about one 
pound of boiled cod free from skin and 
bone. Make some white sauce with milk 
and warm up the flakes of fish In It, ad¬ 
ding Iwo or three hard-boiled eggs cut 
in quarters and about half a pound '1 
mashed potato. Arrange ail together 
lightly in a pyramid on a china baking 
dish, scatter fine breadcrumbs over, and 
bake till it is a delicate brown. 

A Savory Cheese Pudding.—Take a 
teacupful of milk, grated cheese, and 
breadcrumbs, with seasoning of cayenne 
pepper, white ditto, dry mustard, salt, 
and one egg. Put all the dry ingredi¬ 
ents with the milk into a saucepan, and 
stir gently over a low fire till the cheese 
is dissolved. Beat up the yolk of egg 
and add to the mixture. Lastly, add 
the white, beaten to a stiff froth, pour 
into a pie dish, add a lump of butter, 
and bake twenty minutes in a moderate 
oven. Serve quickly. 

Scottish Bread.—For an ogreeable 
change, make oatmeal bread. Make as 
any good yeast bread, wHh one-third 
whole wheat flour and two-thirds oat¬ 
meal (not breakfast food), ground fine. 
Add two tablespoons of butter, one 
tablespoon of brown sugar, and salt to 
taste. This for two loaves. Mold Into 
oval shapes, let rise aguln, and bake 
one and one-fourth hours or a little 
mere, so os to hove a well baked crust. 

LITTLE SCONES.—Prepare pie crust 
as for nursery crust, good but not loo 
rich, with butter, adding one-fourth 
teaspoon of soda melted In warm water. 
Roll out to the thickness of one-third 
inch, cut into rounds the size of a dol¬ 
lar. and bake at the top of the stove on 
a griddle, light brown on both sides. 
Tney should toste like pie crust biscuit 
of the top bak’ng. When ready to serve 
open these hot, butter well, and spreod 
with raspberry jam. Tbs tea cake 
makes a dainty relish. Always odd the 
seda melted in warm water t»>* Iasi 
thing to the flour. 

Apple Cider Jelly is a piquant K*d 
appetizing relish. Boll best sweet apple 
cider clown till It becomes a firm jelly. 
Put in an enameled saucepan. Do not 
use a metal pan, os It will spoil the 
color. It is easy and excellent, and 
the* best sweet cider must bo used. 

County Fair Cake.—This coke always 
takes the prize at the fair. Take three 
cups of sugar, one and one-half cups cf 
butter, six eggs, one and one-half cups 
cf cream, one-half pound currants, on*'- 
fourth pound citron, one nutmeg, sulTI- 
cient flour, two teaspoons of soda. Beat 
eggs together well, add sugar and but¬ 
ter, and beat smooth. Add fruit. Dis¬ 
solve soda in warm water and odd to 
one-fourth cup of sour cream and make 
the cake quite thick to prevent the fruit 
from settling at the bottom. Seed 
raistns, halve but do not chop, wash 
in hot water, dredge with flour. Cut 
citron in thin slices, put dough in pan. 
then a layer of citron and again until 
it Is evenly distributed through the 
whole. It is a great favorite. 

B<?#t Tops.—Make a very good vege¬ 
table course. Take the tender young 
tops of beet, pick and wash carefully 
us you would spinach, throw them into 
fast boiling wuter and cook Ihem f or 
half an hour. Then strain and care¬ 
fully press out all the moisture. Melt

The statements of the 
synoptists on this point refer rather to 
the significance of the meal in retio- 
upecl, while those of John cover the 
whole period of time from the Supper 
to the crucifixion in a careful chrono¬ 
logical survey with clear indications o 
lime ull along.

HINTS FOR THE HOME. 

An excellent toothwash is made by ] 
adding a squeeze of lemon juice to a i 
tumbler of warm water. This helps to 
remove tartar und sweetens the breath. « 

Clean water bottles by putting tea • 
leaves, fine ashes or potato pourings in¬ 
to them with lukewarm water. Shako ' 
well, empty, rinse with cold water, dry I 
and polish. 

Yeung fowls should hove smooth skin 
and legs, pliable Joints und breast bones, i 
plump breasts and necks, bright red 
combs, und the flesh should be finely 
grained. 

For Tirc-d Feet.—Put u handful of com* 1 
mon salt into a quari of hoi water, and 
while it is as hot as can be borne, place 
tti • fee! in it. Afterwards rub dry with 
u rough towel. 

Bread should always bo kept in nn 
earthenware pan, with a wooden cowr. 
and both should be scrubbed out at least 
once a week, and dried by the fire or 
in the sun. 

Children's Food.—Salt meat of any 
kind should not be given to children, 
nor food thut is highly seasoned. Fish, 
poultry, lamb, ond mutton are light arid 
can be easily digester. Fruit, when it 
l.s thoroughly fresh and sound, may be 
given with uny meal, either raw or 
istowed. Never allow children to cut i 
much jam. cake, sweets or postry. The 
best bread, plenty of fresh milk, butter 
and eggs should form the staple of 
their diet. 

To Ease a Corn.—At this time of year 
so many of us are suffering from corns, 
which ns a rule hurdly trouble us ut 
all. Rub a little oil of peppermint over 
a sensitive corn, and the soreness will 
be eased in the most wonderful man¬ 
ner. 

On Biting Colton.—If you ore in tlie 
habit of doing much sewing do not bite 
off the thread, use a pair of scissors. 
Apart from the fact that biting cotton 
is injurious to the teelh, this trick often 
results in a very sore mouth. When 
8llto> thread Is bitten the danger Is great¬ 
er. for it is quite usual to soak the 
thread in acetate of lead, so the result 
may be very serious and may even lead 
to blod poisoning.

This gives them a little 
stiffer appearonce, but most housewives 
prefer them without stiffness, as they 
are when new.

SHIPS BUILT IN SECRET 

BRITAIN WILL ADD THREE DREAD* 
NOUGHTS TO NAVV. 

German Press Says Britain is Selling 
a Strange Example in 
Disarmament. 

Unbounded amazement has been cre¬ 
ated by revelations regarding the secret 
building of three huge, swift bu411e- 
fillips for the British navy, it has been 
B'j unusual hitherto iur the naval au¬ 
thorities of Great Britain to keep any* 
I tiling up their sleeve that their new 
policy of relicence is regarded with 
surprise. 

It rnay be remembered that a storm 
of indignation was created throughout 
Great Britain at u suggestion of build¬ 
ing only one of the new proposed 
Dreadnoughts. Consequently the sen¬ 
sation was intense when it transpired 
that three mysterious armored cruisers 
were approaching completion on the 
Clyde and at EUwick, which are too 
fui advanced to preserve the secret any 
longer, are not cruisers at all, but bat¬ 
tleships—every bit as powerful as those 
of the Dreadnought type, and a great 
deal faster. 

Berlin despatches show how intense is 
the German surprise. Newspaper com¬ 
ments betray considerable chagrin, is 
this, they demand, tiow Britain sets the 
example of universal disarmament? 

The new vessels, which will be named 
the Invincible, the Inflexible, nnd the 
Indomitable, are each to carry eight of 
the new 12-inch guns. , 

The Dreadnought has ten, but con 
fire only eight of its guns on broad¬ 
side. Owing to an Improved method 
adopted in the three vessels, they will 
bring exactly the same number of guns 
to bear on the enemy on either beam. 

Each of these vessels will bo able to 
bring Ihe whole armament to bear ei¬ 
ther on port or starboard, consequently 
j their fire in chasing will be us heavy 
ahead os astern. 

Whereas the Dreadnought has been 
built for a speed of twenty-one knots, 
these new ships ore designed to steam 
nt twenty-fivo knots, and may reach 
twenty-seven on their trials. They are 
the swiftest armored ships in the world, 
with a speed nine knots greater than 
any battleship of the German. French, 
or American fleets. 

WILL CARRY MUCH COAL. 

Apart from their remarkable difference 
in speed these ships will curry more

IN HIEROGLYPHIC TEXT. 

Tail* of Wreck and Some Remarkable 
Adventure* Which Befell Him 
Among Serpents. 

Prof. Goleniescheft, of St. Petersburg, 
has published in the current number of 
the Paris Hecuell ds Travaux, the hiero¬ 
glyphic text and translation of a must 
Interesting papyrus now In the collec¬ 
tion of the liermitaae Museum. The 
papyrus was found at Peahen some years 
ago, but has not been hitherto pub¬ 
lished on account of the difficulty of 
reproducing the red ink in which it was 
written. The document purports to be 
the report of a most adventurous voy¬ 
age made by an Egyptian captain, who 
wishes to be introduced to the Court of 
Pharaoh in order to relate to his Mujee- 
ty the wonders he encouhtered. The 
colophon which is appended at the end 
enables us to date the composition with 
considerable certeainty. It reads: “It Is 
written from the beginning to the end 
by the scribe of cunning fingers, Amenl- 
amen-ra-may; ho lived a life of pros¬ 
perity and health." This name marks it 
os u work of the period of the twelfth 
dynasty, about B.C. 2800, a time when 
Egypt was beginning to expand its 
power and trade beyond the Nile Vol¬ 
ley. The ancient mariner begins by 
saying: “I was going to the mines of 
Pharaoh, in a ship of 150 cubits, with 
150 sailors, who had seen Heaven and 
Earth, and whose hearts were stronger 
than Hons." Truly, a band of fearless 
venturers; but ill-fate awaited them. 
"The wind rose and threw up mighty 
waves, but os for me, 1 seized a piece of 
wood, but all who were ln the vessel 
perished, not one remaining." 

THE SHIPWRECKED MAN 
was washed ashore on an island, and 
after three days began to search for 
food. 11 appeur* from the account that 
it was no desert Jslund, bul om* rich in 
food of fruits, herbs, and all manner of 
good things, and the sailor ate his fuli 
und “made un offering to the gods" in 
his gratitude, .Scarcely hud he finished 
his meal when a new adventure uv>uit»*d 
him. "Suddenly," he says, “l heard a 
noise as of thunder, und the earth 
shook." He then suw drawing near lo 
tiirn “a huge pent of terrible aspect, 
his body overlaid with gold, his color of 
bright lupis lazuli.” Tin? serpent, how¬ 
ever. appear* to have been a kindly 
beast, for. after asking how ho came to 
the isand, he opened his mouth and 
carried him to his resting place, where 
tie finds a tribe of serpents, seventy-five 
In all. We now come to u most \alu- 
uble passage. The serpent king says: 
"If thou bust come to ine it is God who 
has let me live. It is He who lias 
brought thee to this ‘isle of the blest,’ 
where nothing is locking, and which is 
filled with nil good things." This refer¬ 
ence at so early a period to the “isle of 
the blest, ’ Prof. Goleniescheft points out 
us showing how old is this tradition, 
which appears in later Egyptian. Greek, 
und Arabic tradition. The serpent king 
tells his guest that after throe months 
"a ship shull come from Ihint* own land, 
and thou shall go to Ihino own land. 

Like muny another mariner, this 
Egyptian sailor waits anxiously, and 
climbs a 4nll Iree to watch for the ship, 
und he runs in haste to tell his kind 
serpent, but lie finds that, with the pro¬ 
verbial knowledge uf that reptile, 

HE KNOWS ALL ABOUT IT.

the swiftest nnnored ships in the world, 
with q speed nine knots greater than 
any battleship of the German, French, 
or American fleets. 

WILL CARRY MUCH COAL. 

Apart from their remarkable difference 
in speed these ships will carry inure 
coal and oil. So presumably, they will 
have a greater radius of action. 

They will carry In addition lo their 
eight 12-inch guns a number of smhller 
pieces for repelling torpedo attacks. 

In construction of bulls Ihe same prin¬ 
ciples will be udopted us In (he ruse of 
the Dreadnought, though they will be 
less heavily armored. The saving effect¬ 
ed in protection is being utilized for far 
more powerful turbines than the Dread¬ 
nought has. 

At the beginning of last week Admiral 
Sir Edmund Fremantle, in discussing 
the result of Ihe 1 rials of the Dread¬ 
nought. did not display much enthusi¬ 
asm. He admitted, of course, that all 
was satisfactory. The turbines worked 
sc well that the great battleship at¬ 
tained a high rate of speed and there 
was lillle vibration. 

“Rut.” said Sir Edmund. "I don't think 
i*. js of much use having one ship of 
great speed If we don't have more. Evi¬ 
dently it is not in condition to light in 
Ihe line with our existing ships. If 
It does flgld in Ihe line Its extra knots 
are thrown away, nnd if II uses them 
it will have to fight by itself. 

“It Is ploin tint Ihe sooner we have 
a squadron of Dreadnoughts the better. - ’ 

ABLE TO SINK ANY CRUISER. 

Asked concerning his views on Ihe 
new battleships. Ihe veteran admirul 
said:— “They really are battleships, and 
could make short work of any cruiser 
afloat. 

“Of their value as battleships much 
cannot be said until the thickness of 
their armor is definitely known. They 
could fighl unv existing battleship, ex¬ 
cept Dreadnought, because of their gun 
power. At any rate, they could pick 
up ships ahead, nnd engage them fur a 
time, knocking them around so much 
with their powerful guns that the oilier 
shi’ S could catch up. 

“The chief question raised by them is 
that of the value of speed-how much 
hu u ' been sacrificed to it. (’apt. Malian 
>iivs that speed is of little u<e. special¬ 
ly * for shins of the line, but I think he 
depreciates speed too much. 

FEARS ARMOR IS TOO WEAK. 

“Judging from the measurements, 1 
si ould calculate that the thickness «>f 
1 heir armor cunnot lie more than 0 or 7 
inches, certainly not more than 8. They 
must have lmd to skimp the defence. I 
think. Nine inches is weak, and 12 
none top much. 

“If the' guns are placed eri echelon it is 
not satisfactory, for that means that 
they must be fired across the deck. This 
method was tried in the (’.oiassus and 
oilier ships; but the superstructure was 
knocked to pieces. Possibly they may 
hove found a satisfactory solution of 
Die difficulty with the present long 
guns.” 

Three more Dreadnoughts are to be 
built next vear. Thus by the time a 
jingle foreign rival takes the water 
Great Britain will have ut least seven 
ready to meet it.

The best evidence of Ihe advance that 
horticulture has made lies in the fact 
tlint we control conditions surrounding 
fruit culture, Instead of having condi¬ 
tions control us. The modern demand 
of Ihe market for fruit Is that It must 
1)0 of highest quality; and forlunately 
the fruit grower can grow quality into 
his fruit by feeding his trees a full bal¬ 
anced ration just as best results are ob¬ 
tained In a dairy herd, by the proper 
balanced feed. In tbe degree that fruit 
growers will meet Ihe requirements ro 
clearly Indicated by scientific investiga¬ 
tion and practical experience, will hor¬ 
ticulture still further advance as the 
noblest occupation of man. 


FARM NOTES. 

The old.?r the country becomes, the 
more carefully farmers must study the 
culture of grain; for the farmer's busi¬ 
ness is not merely lo grow grain, but 
to get value out of it. He is not work¬ 
ing for bushels but lor dollars. 

There is no reason under Ihe sun why 
nnv ordinarily healthy man should he 
homeless in this country. Thousands 
of farmers are working two fifths to 
half their time for landlords because they 
imagine they could not moke a living 
on a small farm of their own. 

After n series of experiments conduct¬ 
ed at the University of Illinois, it is 
urged “that extreme cleanliness Is ab¬ 
solutely essential to the most successful 
dairying.” Investigations of recent 
years hnve shown that all the trouble¬ 
some changes that take place in milk 
and moke it dilllrult to handle proper¬ 
ty are caused by bacteria. In fact, suc¬ 
cessful dairying depends largely upon 
tht obllity to limit Ihe number of bac¬ 
teria obtaining access to milk, nnd to 
control those Hint cannot be kept out. 

Tree seedlings are quickly bruised nnd 
crushed by the trampling of live stock. 
Hungry cattle brousc upon them. The soil 
becomes packed hard, unable to retain 
moisiuro so needed. Don’t thin your 
wood lot too heavily. If you do, large 
openings are made through which the 
sunlight streams in. drying the soil and 
encouraging the growth of grass, which 
should never be suffered to replace the 
spongy humus that forms the natural 
tup layer "f soil in n healthy forest. A 
canopy, formed by the leaves and 
brandies, should always shade the for¬ 
est floor. Too much light encourages 
Ihe formation of branching, short 
stemmed trees. 


LIVE STOCK NOTES. 

To make the horse’s coat shine, feed 
him a bit of oil meal every day. Begin 
lightly with not inure than a tablespoon- 
lul at first. Gradually increase until he 
will take a pint, then hold at that. 

Begin now to give your fowls a more 
heavy ration of nitrogenous foods, such 
as linseed meal, animal meal, etc., and 
thus induce them lo grow u new coat 
of feathers before I be cold weulhcr 
catches I hern in nude condition. 

A fnir test of ihe milk given by a herd 
of cows may vary from 3.5 to LO per 
cent. fat. This, of course, will change 
according lo the period of lactation .f 
the cows, the milk of new milch cows 
not being usually so rich as that A 
strippers. It will pay any farmer to 
feed his cows so that they ore in good, 
healthy condition nnd produce tbe max¬ 
imum amount of milk which llieir no- 
turnl capacity as dairy animals will per¬ 
mit them to give. 

It Is doimed that fowls will fallen 
more rcadiiy In close confinement. In 
coops and pens that are so darkened 
that they cannot see anything which 
might attract attention nnd cause them 
to worry and excite themselves. Fat¬ 
tening should not be attempted until 
I lie birds hnve attained their full growth 
as young birds convert a large share f l 
their food into growth, nor is It advls- 
able to fatten on corn alone, ns the 
fowls would be subject to indigestion. 
While grain should form the principul 
food, they should be supplied with a 
variety of anything they will eat, clov¬ 
er nnd nil kinds of green food being 
pa icularly desirable.

Such are the main 
details of this document, but amid Ihe 
rornunce it is possible to trace some 
solid substratum of truth. The islands 
filled with Serpents may have some basis 
if we suppose that the voyage had not 
been on the open sea. but up the Nile to 
the regions about Khartoum and tho 
Bahr-cl-Gazul. Hpre the voyager would 
come upon the great marshes and tho 
islands of mud or vegetation, which, at 
lhat remote period, would he swarming 
with-serpents nnd tho great amphibia. 

In the lime of the kings of the twelfth 
dynasty, especially in the time of Sankh- 
kara and Amenemhat L* many half- 
military,- half-trading expeditions were 
sent up the Nile, und no doubt Hie voy¬ 
agers relumed with many a mariner’s 
yarn. These floating islands, often 
covered with vegetation, and even trees, 
during storms or heavy floods, because 
saturated and sank out of sight, ns the 
serpent king predicted. Tho idea of the 
locality is indicated when we see the 
presents which the sailor brings away: 
“Precious perfume of Cassia, of sweet 
woods. Khol, abundance of incense, 
ivory tusks, baboons, and apes,” all of 
which are product* of Nubia und tho 
Upper Nile.

would be about the lime required, and 
certainly not sufficient for a voyage to 
Pune or Somaliland on the open sea. 
No doubt these ancient navigators, like 
those of more modern times, told lhe.se 
tales of strange adventure partially to 
deter others and to keep to themselves 
the ancient El Dorados nf Africa, and 
also to give an exalted idea of their 
bravery. 

Prof. Coleniescheft says it is probable 
that it was some such ancient seaman’s 
yarn, coining in after yeurs as part of 
ihe flotsam and jetsam of folk-lore, 
which formed the basis of the story of 
Sin bad the Sailor. That thin ctyirrning 
story of tho Arabian Nights is one rum- 
nosed of old stories gathered from many 
sources is beyond doubt. Two incidents 
can be truced to Old Rahylonian 
sources. The great Rokh bird that car¬ 
ded Ihe hero away is evidently a sur¬ 
vival or the story of Ktuna trying to fly 
to I leuven. holding on to an eagle, a 
legend which was borrowed in Hebrew 
folk-lore, and attached t<> the deeds of 
Nimrod, and latter by the pseudo-Qilis- 
thene.se attributed to Alexander Hie 
Great. So also Ihe story of the Valley 
of Diamonds is on echo nf the episode 
in Ihe Chaldean cpi<\ whw GilgimU' 
Nimrod visits the distant VWftlcrn 
mountains, where tin* sun sets guard'd 
by seorpiou men. and mines to the gar¬ 
den of jewels, where the leav»« of tho 
trees and ihe birds’ nests me full of 
precious slones. Stories live oil in Ihe 
F.asl for centuries, passing from nation 
to nation, and many a tale of old 
Egypl f »r older Chaldea found Its way 
by* strange routes into the beautiful 
literature of the “Thousand and One 
Nights.”

If there was ever a popular 
idol in the politics of this country, It 
was Henry Clay, but lie could uot be 
elected president.—Indianapolis Jour¬ 
nal.

FALL WORK AGAINST INSECTS. 

The time of year hat now arrived 
when most of our insect foes have 
ceased their aotive work and are with* 
drawn from observation and conse¬ 
quently most people oome to the oon- 
olusion that the seasons fight is over 
and that nothing need at present be 
done. But this is very far from being 
the case. There are many destructive 
infects that can be more easily dealt 
with now than at any other time of 
the year. 

Firet and foremost the Pea.weevil. 
The losses from this insect have been 
very much lessened during the last two 
seasons in Ontario, but this does not 
mean that we have got rid of the 
trouble. The insect is still with us, 
but being in greatly reduced numbers 
oan the more easily be dealt with, Ii 
there is the least suspicion of the pres¬ 
ence of the tiny beetle in the newly 
barvestel peas, they, and in any case 
peas intended for seed should be at 
once treated with bisulphide of carbon 
which will kill every one that is expos¬ 
ed to its fumes. The method is famil¬ 
iar enough ; put the peas in an air 
tight cask or bin, and place in an ODen 
pan on top of them one ounce of the 
bisulphide of to every 100 lbs. of pea 3 
(a bushel weighs about GO lbs.) cover 
up tightly and leave for 48 hours. 
Then opeu up either out of doors or 
where there is a thorough draft of air; 
do not allow any fire or light to come 
near it, as the vapour is very inflam¬ 
mable and explosive ; every weevil 
and other insect among the peas will 
be dead and non-infested seed will be 
available for next year. The same 
treatment should be used for the Bean* 
weevil, which is a serious pest in some 
parts of tho province. 

In addition of this treatment of the 
peas themselves, the pea-straw and 
rubbish should be cleared up aud burnt 
and all refuse where threshing has 
been done should be simlliarly got rid 
of. This will destroy any weevils 
that have already come out and are 
biding away for the winter. It will 
pay to do this whether the insect is 
known to be present or not. 

This brings us to the next impor¬ 
tant matter, namely clean farming and 
gardening. All sorts of insects find 
iheir winter quarters in refuse. Many 
that infest grain take refuse in the 
stubble, others are sheltered by lost 
rubbish, others again hide in tufts ol 
grass, among the woods in fence cor¬ 
ners, under bark, where ever in fact 
there is shelter of any kind. Now is 
the time to turn them out and expose 
them to the frost and wet. Clean up 
and burn weeds of every kind, this 
will destroy many seeds as woil as in¬ 
sects- Leave do heaps of rubbish any¬ 
where. Gather up and add to the 
manure pile the leaves and stalks of 
roots, potatoes, &c. Plough up old 
pasture* that are infested with white 
grubs or the larvae of Rose beetles. 
Scrape the rough bark off the trunks 
and limbs of fruit-treets, but this may 
be done later or in the winter. By 
keeping the farm, the orchuid, and the 
garden clean, myriads of insects will 
he prevented from finding on the pre¬ 
mises the shelter they need during tho 
winter aud will either perish or go 
somewhere els* for a hiding place, and 
thousands more that are in the egg or 
chrysalis stage will be destroyed. 
Many, no doubt, will think all this too 
much trouble, but if they fainhfully 
try it they will soon find that l». pays

SCOBES HID TO DEATH 

Three Electric Coaches Plunged 
From Thoroughfare Bridge. 


Allantic City, N. J., Oct. 28.—A rail¬ 
road accident even worse than the Mea¬ 
dow wreck of July 30, 1808, sent about 
bo people to u sudden death this after¬ 
noon. The cars of the 1.30 o’clock train 
on I lie West Jersey & Seashore Rail¬ 
ed lines, due here at 2 o'clock, jumped 
the track on the trestle bridge over the 
i horn ugh fa re und before the passengers 
Ci.ulcJ escape they were hurled to a 
Watery grave. 

A TURNED-IN RAIL. 

The accufpnt is due to a roil “turn- 
Jn « in. it appears that I Ills rail, 
which wus ari outside one, must have 
been out of plumb about un eighth of an 
hah. the sharp llungc of the electric 
train caught this and twisted it inwards, 
ilod it spread instead of twisting in¬ 
ward*. the accident never would ,have 
happened. This twist threw the first 
cm off Hie truck und info the water, 
i lie result wus that ihe second and the 
[urd. cars’were dragged with it. While 
me third car wus descending the rear 
portion of it struck u piece of I lie abut¬ 
ment, hung there for a short time and 
men slid into the water. Rut this brief 
smp saved several lives. A number of 
men and a few women leaped out of 
windows and the rear door either into 
n " water or caught hold of a past and 
were rescued. Jt is said that fully 80 
m' 100 passengers were aboard, mostly 
ml in the llrst and second curs. These 
lost their lives. 

A MOMENTS RESPITE. 

When (he rear car of Ihe train caught 
on the abutment of the bridge, where it 
hong poised for a minute, there wus r.. 
frantic rush of Ihe passengers for the 
rt‘ur door. Probably a score or more 
got out and ns the cur plunged over 
the edge others leaped into the water, 
ihe car fell upon the others und slowly 
•‘md off into Ihe water. The moment’s 
respite, however, gave several passen¬ 
gers an opportunity to leap into Ihe 
water before the cur wus altogether 
submerged. b 

TRAINMEN’S HEROISM. 

Motorniun Scott stuck to his post and 
went down with his truin. Conductor 
Curtis ahu perished. The third train¬ 
man, Rrukeiuun Wood, proved himself a 
,Wj ro. When the train left the ruils und 
was bumping over the ties Wood ran 
t > the rear door of Ihe last car, threw 
Jt wide open and held it for the passen¬ 
gers U. escape. He held Ihe door open 
unlil the ear slid off the bridge and 
went into the water with il. He then 
swum lo Ihe* shore. His action in hold¬ 
ing the door open probably saved rrinnv 
lives. J 

WORK OF RESCUE. 

When the third car dropped Into the 


water Henry Roemer was In the act of 
crawling from a window. Freeing him¬ 
self with an effort and being a strong 
swimmer. Roemer sot about to help 
others. Swimming along the side of the 
fast-sinking car, he kicked out the gluss 
and thus guve severul pussengers on 
opportunity to escape. One man wos 
cuught in a window' and was drow'ncd 
before he could extricate himself, ihe 
accident wus witnessed by many people 
and rescue W'ork was prompt. Strong 
swimmers endcuvored to dive to the 
submerged curs in search of bodies, but 
so strong wus Ihe rushing tide that they 
were forced to desist. Professional 
divers were then culled upon, who don¬ 
ned their armor and went down. But 
even then they were unable to do any¬ 
thing against the tide Ihut swirled 
nrourid Ihe sunken coaches. 

Among Ihe passengers were tw'enty 
men of the Royal Artillery Band, who 
were on their way here from Philadel¬ 
phia. One or Iwo bodies of the bands¬ 
men were recovered curly in Ihe after¬ 
noon. 

Chas. Kessler, a local merchant, was 
tlie first to arrive ut the spot and dis- 
piuyed a cool heud. He got an axe, 
Jumped on the lop of u submerged car 
and began to hack in the roof to liber¬ 
ate the imprisoned passengers. He did 
good work, but could not release many 
under the clrcumslunces. it is believ¬ 
ed, however, that he did get some M 
Ihe women out. T. C. Smith of New- 
field and A. R. Kelley of Jeffersonville, 
N. Y., who were passengers on the ill- 
fnied train, got off at Pleasaritvillo for 
n<i other reason than that something 
told them to change their minds ubout 
coming to Atlnntic City. They heard 
of the accident afterwards and came 
over, thankful ihut they did change 
Iheir minds. 

SCENES AT THE WRECK. 

A sickening scene at the wreck was 
when one of the men at work on the 
top of a submerged car discovered a 
woman’s jewelled hand sticking through 
the roof ventilator. He worked heroical¬ 
ly to get her body out, and finally suc¬ 
ceeded in drawing it through the aper¬ 
ture. It has not yet been identified. 

J. S. De Ford, a railroad man, saw a 
man clinging to the trestle, crying for 
help, and succeeded by crawling along 
the edge in reaching down and pulling 
him up safely. He was cut and bruised, 
and declined to give his name. 

An Italian named Mureo Bona was 
rescued from the third cur, but died later 
from his injuries. Boats soon swurmed 
ubout the spot where the cars went 
down, their location being marked by 
the tops of the trolley pules. Although 
the cars get power from u third rail they 
also carried trolley poles to lake power 
from ubove if necessary.

REALLY “PICTURE HATS.” 

The mllflnery U full of historic mo¬ 
dels more or less easy to recognize. 
Has the chapeau u little round crown 
covered with tightly drawn velvet or 
satin, with two bunchy rosette* of the 
same materiul above the ears and with 
feathers curling over Ihe back ? Du 
Maurier. Don’t you remember the many 
maidens in his illustrations who wore 
the duplicates of this piece of headgear 
perched on the top of waved hair in¬ 
cased in nets? 

If you have the narrow brim in front 
and the widely rolling brim in the rear, 
and a deep bandeau, with the whole of 
the trimming, with the exception of a 
narrow band, encircling the crown, and 
if you wear il quite tip-tilted, you are 
“after Nattier.” These models aro 
copied or evolved—for they have gotten 
a little away from the original—from 
the dainty models of the eighteenth 
century. 

If you choose chapeau turning well 
over on one side, with quantities of soft 
velvet, with coque feathers of the same 
shade, and with an antique paste buckle 
clipping the brim and holding the fea¬ 
thers in place, you have a Rose du 
Barri. 

An extremely tiny hat with feathers 
waving backward in the Du Maurier 
style, only smaller, belongs lo the King 
Charles period. Side by side with this 
is the Gainsborough, in black velvet and 
feathers or covered with fruit and flow¬ 
ers. The Polichinelle hat again is seen 
in velvet, witli its garlands of tiny silk 
and velvet roses; the velvet' toeques are 
Henry Deux. There is the immense felt 
hat worn by La Grande Mademoiselle in 
the days of the Fronde, and the soft 
puffed velvet crowns arc exactly like 
those in the portraits by Reynolds and 
Romney. 

All of these models were shown at 
the openings in close proximity. Some 
large hats ure shown in inexpensive 
girlish models of the early Victorian 
type, with downward broad brim, in 
dork and medium-colored felts, being 
trimmed with a narrow folded band of 
silk and two “cubbage rosettes” on 
either side in contrast or in a light shade 
ol the sume. 

CHIFFON LINGERIE. 

Not many of us have yet fallen such 
helpless victims to the charms of the 
chiffon slips that silk slips are relegated 
hopelessly to the background. Instead, 
we are daily discovering new beauties 
in those very slips of silk, both the plain 
ones and those of as prettily flowered 
silk as ever graced u Pompudour. 

Rut the craze for chiffon has had its 
influence upon them. The prettiest slips 
of all have flounces of chiffon set over 
the flounce of silk, and most of the 
flowered slips are practically drop- 
skirts to airy slips of chiffon which 
soflen the flowers into misty, beautiful 
tilings. 

Only the skirt is made separate from 
the outside. The silk, veiled with chif¬ 
fon, is used ns u lining for the waist, 
and, consequently, stitched into the 
seams with tin* outside. But the skirt 
is made entirely separute nine times out 
of ten—the tenth time joined only by 
being brolight into the sume waistband. 

Fit they must, even more perfectly 
than they did u year ago, for the dress 
itself, if it is chiffon or some one of the 
other airy stuffs, is most probably full 
ubout the hips, und only a perfectly cut 
und fitted lining is possible with that.

the CULTIVATION OF BULM. 

No«» by Mr. Wm. Hunt, Ontario Agri 
cultural Society. 

At the request ol the Guelph Horti¬ 
cultural Society the following short 
notes on “Bulb Culture,” have been ore- 
pared by Mr. Wm. Hunt, Ontario Agri¬ 
cultural College. These notes weX- 
nished with bulbs given to scholars of 
Guelph schools by the Society, os pre¬ 
miums in geranium growing competi¬ 
tion : 

Dutch Hyacinths. — These hyacinths 
are best adapted for pot or window cul¬ 
ture, os they are scarcely hardy when 
planted out of doors. Use loamy potting 
soil, or good garden soli. If earth from 
the garden is used, mix ubout one-fifth 
part of fine sharp sand with the earth. 
Plant the bulb so that the top of the 
bulb Is about half an inch below the 
top of the pot. Press the soli fairly Arm 
around the bulbs. Water them well, 
once, so as to moisten all the soil In the 
pot or box. The top of the bulb should 
be only just below the surface of the 
soil when potted. Tho surface of the 
soil should be about half an inch below 
the rim of the pot to allow space for 
water. Place the pot or box in a cool 
place, either out of doors or in the cel¬ 
lar, and cover it with about two inches 
of coal ashes, sand or light soil. If put 
In a cool, damp place they will require 
no more water until they are taken 
out. If they are put out of doors some 
extra covering of leaves or straw should 
be given to prevent them from being 
frozen too severely. Keep them In this 
cool, dark position for five or six 
weeks, or longer, until the roots are 
rootad well, when they can be brought 
into the window. Water must be 
given now, whenever the soil uppears 
dry. Keep the soil always moist but not 
saddened, until they have done flower¬ 
ing. If potted In September or October 
and treuted as described they should be 
in flower at Christmas or New Year's. 
Dutch hyacinths are of little use to 
grow the second year, although if kept 
dry when they have done flowering 
they will sometimes flower again the 
following season if repotted in autumn 
or planted out in the garden the* fol¬ 
lowing summer. 

Narcissi and Tulips. — Both of these 
can be grown in pots or boxes in the 
window for winter flowering, or they 
may be planted out in the garden for 
spring flowering. If grown in pots or 
boxes for the window treat them as 
recommended for the Dutch hyacinths, 
although they will be a few weeks later 
in flowering. 

If you wish to grow them out of 
doors plant them eurly in October. Dig 
the ground well and rake it fine. Then 
plant the bulbs in clumps, rows, or 
singly in the border. Dutch hyacinths, 
narcissi or tulip bulbs should be planted 
so that the tops of Ihe bulbs are two or 
three inches below the surface of the 
soil, and should be about eight or ten 
inches apart. The surluce of the soil 
should be palled down firm after the 
bulbs are planted. Dutch hyacinths are 
not quite hardy out of doors and re¬ 
quire winter protection. 

Narcissi and tulip bulbs are quite 
hardy, and will need no protection dur¬ 
ing winter. They will continue to grow 
and flower every spring for years if 
left undisturbed in th*» border. 

All bulbs, such as hyacinths, tulips, 
nurcissi, etc., should be potted and 
planted as ubove. In planting out of 
doors, however, smaller bulbs, such us 
crocus, snowdrops, chionodoxa, scilla, 
etc., can be plunted closer together, but 
at only ubout half the depth recom¬ 
mended for Dutch hyacinths, nurcissi 
und tulips. Crocus do not grow well us 
a rule indoors, but make good border 
bulbs.

It is beginning to be more generally 
realized that the overheating and faulty 
ventilation of dwellings is an import¬ 
ant factor In pre-disposlng to many 
forms of illness. 

The custom of living in rooms habi¬ 
tually kept at a temperature above sev¬ 
enty degrees Fahrenheit, and with the 
atmosphere surcharged with noxious 
gases and deficient in the moisture 
necessary for the health of the delicute 
linings of the air-passagts, renders the 
body much less able to resist the ef¬ 
fects of exposure t > cold and wet, and 
is one of the most important reasons 
why, in some families, coughs and 
colds are matters of everyduy occur¬ 
rence. 

The stiffness of the air produced by 
the presence of numerous people in 
small rooms is due not only to the con¬ 
sumption of oxygen and the accumula¬ 
tion of carbon dioxld gas, but also to 
the formation in smalt quantities of a 
highly poisonous substance called 
“crowd-poison." In addition, noxious 
gases arise from the imperfect com¬ 
bustion of coal in stoves or furnaces 
and of gas or oil in other forms of heat¬ 
ers, while the air in steam-heated apart¬ 
ments is always abnormally dry un¬ 
less special pains are taken to supply 
the necessary moisture. 

Living in such rooms Is productive of 
general depression, headache, inability 
to concentrate the thoughts and bad 
temper, and is particularly harmful for 
children, whose bodily and mental de¬ 
velopment is interfered with, and who 
are rendered very susceptible to diseases 
of the nose, throat and lungs. 

Owing to the means of heating and 
the increased amount of artificial illum¬ 
ination, the frequent airing of rooms 
is even more essentlnl in winter Ihon 
in summer, and at least once a day 
fresh air from outdoors should be allow¬ 
ed to circulate through each room. If 
the apartment must be occupied while 
this is done, thorough ventilation Is 
possible without danger by resort to on 
old and simple, but very effective, plan. 
A board about six Indies wide is cut 
so thot its length equals the width of 
the window, and is placed on the edge 
under the lower sash, which is shut 
down upon it. In this way air enters 
freely through the space between the 
two sashes, but the current is directed 
upward, und no draft Ls felt in the room. 

It should not be forgotten that the 
ideal plan permits the escape of the 
stale olr at the same time that fresh 
air is being admitted, and thot an open 
fireplace in operation forms one of the 
most satisfactory means of household 
ventilalion.—Youth’s Companion.

A despatch from Toronto soys: In 
connection with Indian Treaty No. 9 the 
commissioners have reported to the Pro¬ 
vincial Treasurer’s Department that last 
year 090 Indians were settled with, and 
this year 915, making a total of 1,G05 
Indians paid under the treaty north of 
the height of land.

GREAT IRON ORE DEPOSIT. 

Discovered Near Ollier Deposits at 
Buthur&t, N.B. 

A despatch from Ottawa says: Mr. 
F.inar I.indeman, who was sent by 
Superintendent of Mines Dr. Haunel to 
examine three promising iron ore de¬ 
posits in the vicinity of Balhurst, New 
Brunswick, after completing iiis work 
discovered from the intensity lines of 
one of the deposits another ore deposit 
hitherto unknown of much larger ex¬ 
tent than those lie had been asked to 
examine.

Bufferings Affect Men's Minds - The 
Only Food They Had Was 
4 Wax Candles. 

The two men who were rescued from 
the flooded Caradoc Vale Colliery, 
Wales, recently, had thrilling stories 
to tell of their experiences during tlw? 
five days in the mine. . The body of the 
last of the six men who were caught 
by the Hood was recovered. 

The men who were rescued were 
Richard Richards and David John Ste¬ 
phens. They hod been in the mine for 
more than five days without food, and, 
considering the privations they had un¬ 
dergone their physical condition was re¬ 
markable. Richards was exhausted, 
and his mind was wandering, but Ste¬ 
phens was Vigorous both physically and 
mentally, ana only the peremptory or¬ 
der of the doctor that he should not ex¬ 
ert himself prevented him Irom walking 
home. 

When the news that the searching 
party had found two men in ihe old 
workings became known a great crowd 
gathered at the mouth of the shaft. It 
never oocurred to those above ground 
that the men were alive, and two col¬ 
ons were brought to receive the bodies, 
which it was expected would be brought 
to the aurface. 

VOLUNTEERS’ RUSH. 

When it was realized that the men 
were really alive the crowd went deliri¬ 
ous with joy, and when Stephens an¬ 
nounced lliut the third man, Ned Hath¬ 
away, was alive twenty-four hours be¬ 
fore, the rush of volunteers to join the 
searching party was so great that there 
was almost a riot. 

Stephens said that when they were 
cut off by the flood, he and his “butty« 
(Richards) crawled through a small hole 
Into some abandoned workings. In i 
doing so, their lamps went out, their 
matches got wet. and their food w'os 
lost. They were joined a' little later 
by Hathaway, and fur four days the 
three men wandered about looking for 
an exit, and knocking and calling in the 
hope of attracting the attention of the 
seurchlng parties. Several times they 
heard the searchers, but they fulled to 
make themselves heard. 

The only food they hud was some wax 
candles, but, of course, there was plen¬ 
ty of water, and to Ifils they owe their 
fives. On the fourth duv Hathaway 
Went mad und wandered away, and all 
•Stephens’ attention was devoted to look¬ 
ing after Richards, whose mind hod also 
given wav. When Hathaways body 
was found later It was quite naked, 
and Ids legs were terribly scratched and 
lacerated from falling over the coal. 

Stephens was seen ot his home by n 
London Express representative, and he 
told the story of his terrible experience. 

SURVIVOR’S STORY. 

“When Hathaway left us he was quite 
mad." he suid. “1 managed tu control 
him until my ‘butty' (Richards) got tu¬ 
tu a .similar state. 1 could not manage 
Ihe two, and had to let Hulhuwa> go. 

“I had an awful time with rny ‘butty’ 
during the last ten hours. At times he 
was cross, and sometimes playful. At 
other times he became quite childish 
and would try to turn somersaults over 
me.” 

Mr. Howell Kelly, who led the rescue 
party, said: 

“\Ve thought we should find three 
dead bodies. We had gon ‘ about fif¬ 
ty yards into the old workings when 
l thought I heard some one culling. I 
shouted, and Stephens mush buve re¬ 
cognized my voice, for I heard him cry 
in a shrill tone. 'Howell! Howell!' 

“We brought them buck through the 
hole, and 1 placed Richards on my knee, 
and put some clothing around him, for 
Kr, iin/t himself of several ur-

It w us 
shown during the Investigation on w'hich 
the order of withdrawal was based that 
fj milligrams of this substance were 
sufficient to cans© poisoning, and a 
single one of ils? objectionable stamps 
carries n milligram of It. The repent¬ 
ed application .of these stamps to the 
lips in Ihe act of moistening might re¬ 
sult in the accumulation of a dangerous 
quantity of the poison in the mouth.

MOTORING IN THE. MR. 

Remarkable Machine Invented by 

Frenchman and HU Son. 

Successful experiments with n new 
type of flying machine worked by u two 
horse-power motor have been mud© at 
I.Heoux, France, by the inventor. M. 
Gornu, and hi* son. I he inventors have 
been working in acervt on Ihe machine 
for some years. 

Their apparatus consists of two 
helices, two and a holf yards In diame¬ 
ter, which turn in different directions. 
The body Is inude of xleel tube one and 
a half Inches In diameter, bound with 
wires. The helices and the aerial planes 
are made of linen stretched across fine 
steel stays. The motor is fixed horizon¬ 
tally in order to lesson the vibration. 

The experiments, which have bee* 
very successful, were directed by means 
of an arrangement which prevented the 
apparatus from rising more than three 
and a half yards above the ground, und 
drove It in a circle of thirty yards in 
circumference.

ffl RUSSIAN LIVING TOMB 


M*. STAItODVOHSKY SPENT TWEN¬ 
TY-ONE YEARS. 

T«rrlbl« Experience of a RuuUn Pri* 
®n*r — Three Year*' Solitary 
Confinement. 

Tall, broad-shouldered, with ample 
forehead crowned with a weolth of rav- 
en black hair, Mr. Starodvorsky has 
foi over iwenty-ono years bomo with 
fortitude tho horrors of n Russian pri¬ 
son. * 

To a member of the London Daily 
News staff M. Storodvorsky gave the 
following summary of his history. On 
reaching manhood he hod chosen for 
his profession that of a school teacher 
ond was so successful that previous 
to his arrest he was the proprietor . f 
two private schools. Before long his 
democratic sympathies led him to Join 
the Norodnaya Vobya (Will of the Peo¬ 
ple), a political organization for the free¬ 
ing of Russia. 

In the spring of 1884 n fellow-mem¬ 
ber, who had been arrested and taken 
h. Siberia, managed to make his escape, 
and M. Slarodvorsky, with others, aid¬ 
ed him to leave the country. For his 
share in this M. Starodvorsky and four¬ 
teen others were arrested and thrown 
info the dungeon of St. Peter-and St. 
Paul. Three years were spent in soli¬ 
tary confinement awaiting trial. 

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 

“1 w &.s not allowed to communicate 
with my friends” ho said, “and, of 
course no food was allowed io he sent 
In to me. 1 was soon ill from scurvy. 
My trial came on in 1887, and with 
fourteen others I was sentenced to death 
As. however, five men had been hunged 
a few days before, nil our sentences 
wero Commuted to penul servitude for 
life. The first soar of my sentence was 
served in the Alexis Ravelin of the fort¬ 
ress of SI. Peter and St. Paul. It is 
very damp, and the conditions of life 
are simply abominuble. It Ls the place 
where Holer I. killed his son, It lies 
below the level of the Neva, and here, 
out of iy prisoners who were there ot 
the time in ihe 12 mouths seven died 
and nil of us were ill with scurvy. Then 
they sunt us to Schlusselberg, on Lake 
Ludogu. 'Ihe prison stands on an is¬ 
land. and Peter the Great's wife was 
the first prisoner Incarcerated within 
Us walls. We were, of course, trans¬ 
ported in chains. Of Ihe eleven who 
went theie wllh me eight died the same 
year.” 

“And Ihe treatment there?** 

FOOD ALWAYS RAD. 

"For the first year nothing short f 
evecruble. The food is bail always; the 
Government allows jfj'jd. per duy for 
each prisoner's food, and the officials 
have ull lo make something out) of it 
foi themselves. During the first few 
yeur.s we were kept in solitary confine¬ 
ment and not allowed to do anything. 
We had not even u book, ami we never 
saw a soul beside cur guards. A little \ 
exercise in u yard, where eueh one went 
^separately, was our relaxation. After 
1801, when M. Goremykin was made 
Minister of the Interior, we were allowed 
first to do sum#* carpentry and after¬ 
wards bookbinding and gardening. 
When, -however, M. Plehve became 
Minister things got worse again, and ' 
all the privileges of work and ihe use | 
of books were withdrawn, one after the • 
other. In KOI. fourteen other prisoners 
Joined us, und most of us were released 
last November as u result of tne um* 
liesty of November 3. 

"I should tell you,” he continued, "that 
durmg the whole of that time 1 know 
nothing of tho outside world until, 1304, 
when u religious-minded lady. Princess 
Korsakoff, was allowed to vb.it us once 
or twice. No one else has been since. 
S-hlusselborg is now closed as a pri 
son." 


“POVERTY AND PLENTY” 


RADICAL SPEECH OP MEMBER OP 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 

Some ol the Direct Causes ol Poverty 
—Drinking and GAnbBng the 
Moat PertUe. 

Some Idea of the attitude of leaders 
of the present Government towards so¬ 
cial questions is given by the striking 
speech of Mr. Lloyd George, M.P., at n 
meeting in Merionethshire, Wales, held 
under the auspices of the Society for 
Social Service of North Wales Wesley- 
ans. 

There were ten millions in this coun- 
tr) (he said) enduring year hfter year 
the torture of living on, lacking a suf¬ 
ficiency of tho bure necessities of life; 
and all this existed amid a splendid 
plenty, which poured into a land so 
wealthy that it could afford to lend out 
of its spare riehes thousands of mil¬ 
lions to less well endowed lauds hi 
othor parts of the world. 

THE CAUSES OF POVERTY. 

What are some of the direct causes 
of poverty? There was the fact that a 
man's earnings were not adequate lo 
maintain himself und family. There 
was Ihe inability to obtain employment 
for economic reasons. Thirdly, there 
was tho Inability of men to pursue their 
avocation, owing to' sickness, old ago, 
or inherent lack of physical stamina or 
virtuality. And then there was the 
most fertile cause of all, a man's own 
improvident or imprudent hubits, such 
as drink and gambling. The drink 
problem was the most urgent problem 
of Ihe hour for our rulers to grapple 
with. 

Next year the Government meant to 
wrestle with it in earnest. They would 
require all the aid nil organizations for 
the elevation and improvement of the 
lot of humanity could give them. There 
were potent forces in existence which 
profited hugely by this degradation, 
flow powerful the-o bodies were, those 
who recollected the abject way in which 
the late Government surrendered to their 
menaces could well understand. 

FAIRER DISTRIBUTION NEEDED. 

Reverting to tfip fuct thut drink was 
not the only cause of poverty, Mr. 
Lloyd George went un to .suy that there 
was plenty of wealth in this country to 
provide for ull und to spun*. Whut 
wus wauled was a fairer distribution. 
He would give a local illustration. There 
wus a good deal of temporary depres¬ 
sion in the slate industry in this part 
of the world, which he trusted would 
.sc on pass away. (Hear hear). Yet there 
were two men in the county of Carnar¬ 
von whose combined Incomes were equul 
I) the aggregate earnings of half the 
ciuarryrnen of the country. The lutler 
working at u skilled trade requiring 
years of apprenticeship to master it, 
risking life in its pursuit—thousands of 
them together could only earn just u.s 
much as two men who did not contri¬ 
bute a single .slate io Die common stock. 
.Applause.) 

lie did not suggest that there should 
be a compulsory equal distribution . f 
tho wealth of this country between its 
inhabitants, but he did suy tills—that 
the law which protected these men in 
the enjoyment of their great possessions 
should first of all see that those whose 
labor alone produced their weath were 
amply protected from actual need where 
they were unable, owing to the circum¬ 
stances over which they hud no control, 
to earn enough to purchase the neces¬ 
sities of iife. 

THE LAND LAWS. 

Then there was out absurdly unjust 
land system. Drink und the lurid law* 
between them were responsible for 
nino-ienths of tiie sluinminess of the 
towns, and our system of land owner¬

flow Railway Fares in Europe and 

America Compare. 

Most writers in comparing the cost 
! of passenger travel in Europe and 
America, says u correspondent who 
knows, clolm cheaper fares for the for¬ 
mer. although, strange enough, a writ¬ 
er declares that European fares ure 
about one-lhird higher thup on this 
continent. 

There is an element of truth in both 
I statements, bill both leave out of sight 
important considerations. If the aver¬ 
age rate In Germuny were three cents 
a mile, travel there would be much more 
expensive than here, because wages 
ami the general cost of living Is much 
lower, therefore any comparison that 
| leaves this consideration out of sight Is 
• unscientific and comparatively value- 
! less. The average of Great Britain, 
j Franco and Germany is lower thun thut 
of America in so much gold, l.o.. u per¬ 
son can travel farther In Europe—omit¬ 
ting Russia—second cln.‘s, which about 
corresponds to our llrsl. for the same 
'amount of gold coins, but the average 
workman in America on account of high¬ 
er wages feels uble to spend more on 
travel than his European counterpart, 
without feeding the cost us much ns he. 
In Japan n person can get u tourist 
Perth for the night at a cost of only 
twenty sen (ten cents) for a lop berth 
and forty for a lower. 

Second-clu* s from Bremen to Paris, 
about WK) miles, costs 812.50; from Paris 
to Sol*son*. 05 miles. $1.50. In England 
the rule average.* a penny n mile -- the 
line with the snort haul always setting 
the rule for the line with long haul 
and mi this basis.

The Now County Council Act. 

It may be as well to remind the elec¬ 
torate that the act respecting County 
Councils passed at the last session of 
the ]A*gis]ature provided that the 
county councils shall consist of reeves 
and deputy reeves of the municipal¬ 
ities. Each town not separated from 
the county for municipal purposes, 
each village and township shall send a 
reeve ; and if the names of the last 
revised voters’ list number over 1000, 
one deputy-reeve ; if over 2(XX), two ; 
and if over 3IXX), three deputy-reeves. 
No name of same person to l>e counted 
more than once, no matter how often 
it appears on the list. This will not 
increase the number of councillors in 
villages and townships, as Instead of, 
as now having a reeve and four coun¬ 
cillors, there will be a reeve, a deputv- 
reeve and three councillors ; or two 
deputy-reeves and two councillors. 
But in towns, the reeve and deputy- 
reeve, if any, will be added to present 
number of members of the council.
